They can't kill 
and process the pork fast enough 
to clear their pens. So, in an effort 
to make the farmers hold their hogs 
off the market, the packers cut the 
price $1 a hundredweight, following 
the hallowed old law of supply, and 
demand. 


This causes the hog raisers lo 


squeal louder than the proverbial 
Iwo pigs under the gate, and natur- 
ally. The law of supply and demand 
under such circumstances is the 
most unpopular and unwanted law 
rjf the land, even if it were divine 
enough to be considered an eleventh 
cummandmenl. 


No. what's wanted, obviously, is 


just a law of supply and demand 
that will work one way only—al 
ways to give the seller the best end 
of the bargain. That is the seller's 
conception of the law of supply and 
demand. The buyer's conception o 
a good law of supply and demanc 
is something that will always rook 
the seller.
